The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: group I is drawn to a 
shelf and group II is drawn to a element that can be attached to a shelf; Group II is 
drawn to a method of manufacturing a shelf as in Group I, however the shelf of Group I 
does not require the method of Group II, for example the shelf can be manufactured by 
integrally molding the plastic structure to the shelf. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
